SYRACUSE WORLD CENTER FOR 
HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN CATTLE. 


More Pure-Bred Animals of the Black 
and White Order to Be Found in 
Surrounding Country Than in 
Any Other Place. 


That Syracuse has become a world 
center in the breeding of Holstein-Frie- 
sian cattle is the claim made by the 
Stevens Brothers-Hastings Company, 
proprietors of the Brookside herd at 
Liverpool. 

This herd, comprising over 350 head, 
is one of the largest in America as well 
as one of the oldest, having been estaib- 
lished in 1876. Its earlier development 
was at Lacona, jn northern Oswego 
county, where a branch of the herd is 
still maintained, but a year ago the 
main office of the company was moved 
to Liverpool, which thus became the 
permanent headquarters of the busi- 
ness. 

In the immediate vicinity of Syracuse 
are a larger number of pure-bred Hol- 
stein cattle than can be found in any 
other locality.

JOINT MEETING OF HOLSTEIN. 
FRIESIAN BREEDERS’ CLUBS. 





Pierrepont Manor, N. Y., 
July 5, 1908. 
Editor World. 

The joint meeting of the State, St. 
Lawrence County and Jefferson County 
Holstein-Friesian Clubs, held at the 
‘Hotel LeRay, Watertown, N. Y., on 
Tuesday, June 30th, was a grand good 
one and was highly enjoyed by those 
present. 


The State Club came up over thirty 
strong, the St. Lawrence Club sent down 
about a dozen, and there were about 
thirty-five of the Jefferson County Club . 
present. 

The meeting was called to order at 
2 o’clock, and at the suggestion of Dr. 
W. E. Matteson, president of the Jef 
ferson County Club, Mr. 8. D. W. Cleve- 
land put the name of Hon. O. U. Kel- 
logg, of Cortland, president of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America, 
before the meeting to act as chairman, 
and he was unanimously elected. Mr. 
(Matt J. Huggins, secretary of the Jef- 
ferson County Club, was elected secre- 
tary. 

At the suggestion of Mr. Matteson, 
‘Chainman Kellogg called on some of the 
more prominent ‘breeders for short ad- 
dresses. 

Wing R. Smith, treasurer of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America, 
being called on said that he was not an 
orator and would leave the speech-mak- 
ing to some of the members who were 
more fluent talkers. Mr, E. H. Dollar 
being called on, suggested that each and 
every one of us become members of the 
State Club and all who possibly could 
become members of the National As- 
sociation. Mr. E. A. Powell thought 
that a federation of clubs throughout 
the country would be a very good thing. 
Mr. Powell caused shouts of laughter 
by his allusions to Mr. Moyer’s Sunday 
school class. James Gillette seemed to 
be pleased anyhow. The speaker praised 
the Watertown Board of Trade very 
highly, saying that they controlled the 
price of cheese throughout the whole 
country. ‘He also requested all breed- 
ers who could possibly do so to exhibit 
animals at the State Fair this year as 
the Fair Commission had made several 
very important changes in the rules as 
to the price of stalls, feed, ete. Mr. H. 
A. Moyer gave a very interesting talk 
on tuberculosis, and suggested that each 
and every breeder give this subject his 
attention. Mr. T. A. Mitchell spoke on 
the progress the breed had made in the 
past few years. Mr. Henry Stevens, 
being in a reminisent mood, took us 
back to a few years to the time when 
we had the cattle of all breeds to com- 
pete with, as differing from the present 
time, when we have the other fellows 
all down. Mr. Frank W. Ames said 
it would not be necessary for him to 
tell those present that he was not a 
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public speaker, as they would soon 
know it if he did not sit down at once. 
Nevertheless he gave us a spicy talk 
that was much enjoyed. Mr. L. L. 
Grow, president of the St. Lawrence 
County Club, was pleased to be present 
and extended a hearty invitation to 
those present to meet with the St. Law- 
rence County Club at some future date. 
Mr. S. D. W. Cleveland gave us a few 
statistics as to the membership of the 
State Club and official record work in 
recent years. The speaker said that in 
the past year over 700 animals had been 
sold out of the territory in and around 


Syracuse for over $100,000, some of: 


them for shipment to Japan. Mr. 
Cleveland informed us that he proposed 
to hold a public sale in Watertown 
about November Ist, and invited those 
who wished, to contribute animals. 
Archie Stone gave a short and very in- 
teresting talk in explanation of his 
Breeders’ Gales Agency which he has 
recently organized. Dr. Payson, of St. 
Lawrence University, Canton, N. Y., 
spoke very briefly on the work being 
done in the agricultural department of 
that institution. Mr. E. M. Hastings 
in the course of his remarks told a few 
very funny stories that kept his au- 
dience smiling (some of them quite 
audibly). As a fitting climax to 
the day’s enjoyment Mr. Huggins 
called’ on President Kellogg for a 
short talk, and amid shouts of Kellogg! 
Kellogg! he gracefully responded. The 
speaker talked on the subject of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica and what it has done for the 
breed, and more especially in regard 
to the amount of money that had been 
laid aside for advertising the Holstein 
milk from the Holstein cow. He also 
earnestly requested that we all join our 
county, state and national associations. 
During the course of his remarks he 
said that out of twenty-nine millions 
of dairy cows in the country today only 
3 per cent. were Holsteins. He also 
said that if all the cows in the country 
were placed two abreast they would 
make a solid column six feet wide and 
ten thousand miles long, and it would 
take them four years and six. months to 
pass a given point. Mr. Moyer, on be- 
half of the State Club, invited the Jef- 
ferson and St. Lawrence Clubs to meet 
with them at some date to be agreed 
upon in the future.. The meeting was 
then adjourned and the members of the 
respective clubs took trains for their 
homes, feeling that they had been well 
repaid for the trouble they had taken 
to attend this meeting.

FROM MAY 16 to JUNE 16, 1908. 


Unless otherwise mentioned, these 
records are for a period of seven con- 
secutive days. They are made under 
the careful supervision of State Agri- 
cultural Colleges and Experiment Sta- 
tions, and their accuracy is vouched 
for by them. No private records are 
reported by the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation. 

‘During the period from May 16th to 
June 16th, 1908, records for 112 cows 
were accepted, five of which were ex- 
tended to fourteen days and eight to 
thirty days. ‘The averages by ages 
were as follows: 

Thirty-five full aged cows averaged: 
age, 6 years, 10 months, 20 days; days 
trom calving, 33; milk, 460.8 Ibs.; per 
cent. ‘fat, 3.41; fat, 15.705 lbs. Six se- 
nior tour-year-olds averaged: ‘age, 4 
years, 8 months, 13 days; days from 
calving, 19; milk, 454.1 Ibs.; per cent. 
fat, 3.28; fat, 14.906 lbs. Eleven ju- 
nior four-year-olds averaged: age, 4 
years, 2 months, 6 days; days from ealv- 
4g, 21; milk, 410.8 rbs.; per cent. fat, 
3.64; fat, 14.972 lbs. Six senior three- 
year-olds averaged: age, 3 years, 8 
months, 23 days; days from calving, 17; 
milk, 355.6 Ibs.; per cent. fat, 3.39; fat, 
12.051 tbs. Eighteen junior three-year- 
olds averaged: age, 3 years, 2 months, 
6 days; days from calving, 22; milk, 
419.9 lbs.; per cent, fat 3.36; fat, 13.950

This herd of 112 animals, of which 
nearly one-half were heifers with first 
or second calves, produced in seven 
consecutive days 45,102.1 Ibs. of milk 
containing 1,529.49 lbs. of ‘butter fat, 
thus showing an average of 3.39 per 
cent. fat. The average production for 
each animal was 402.7 Ibs. milk con- 
taining 13.656 Ibs. of butter fat, equiv- 
alent to 57.5 lbs. or 28 quarts milk per 
day, and 15.83 lbs. of the best commer- 
cial butter per week. 

During the last official year closed, 
1,994 cows and heifers made official 
tests of not less than seven consecutive 
days. These 1,994 animals, of all ages, 
of which nearly one-half were heifers 
with first or second calves, produced in 
seven days 784,393.2 Ibs. of milk con- 
taining 27,131.428 bs. of butter fat, 
thus showing an average of 3.46 per 
cent. fat. Each animal produced an av- 
erage of 393.3 Ibs. of milk containing 
13.607 lbs. of butter fat, equivalent to 
56.2 Ibs, or 27 quarts of milk per day, 
and 157% lbs. of the best commercial 
butter per week.

The _ reading The Ro- 
The R oe mance of the Reap- 
e Neaper. cr, by Robert N. 


Casson, and if I have gained the im- 
pression that the author has romanced 
not a little in the writing of this story, 
composed of narrative, history and biog- 
raphy, it only goes to prove the truth- 
fulness of the title. 

With a vivid pen Mr. Casson has por- 
rtayed the difficulties, the hardships, the 
struggles leading up to a machine that 
actually cut grain in 1831, and the rapid 
development of the industry from the 
time that Cyrus MeConmick sold his 
first reaper, in 1841, for $100 to the 
output of 700,000 harvesting machines 
per year by the Harvester Trust. 

The first chapter follows the career 
of the Scotch-Irish Virginians, Robert 
and his son, Cyrus MeCormick—the 
early struggles in Virginia, their estab- 
lishment at Lockport, N. Y., where 240 
machines were manufactured, their 


move to Chicago and rise to great w 


wealth and power. 
The second chapter deals with the 
rise of William Deering as a harvester 
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king; of Osborne, Glessner, Warder, 
Adriance and Huntley; of the early 
field contests, and especially of the ex- 
ploits of one ‘‘Bill Whiteley, of Ohio. 
Great was ‘‘Bill’’ Whiteley. On one 
occasion, it is reported, that in order 
to prove the superiority of his machine 
he unhitched the horses and got into 
the traces himself and hauled the ma- 
chine around the field amidst the ap- 
plause of the assembled eee Ro- 
mance, indeed! 

Chapter three deals with the forma- 
tion of the International Harvester 
Company in the office of J. Pierrepont 
Morgan, New York City, and its sub- 
sequent history. This seems to have 
een the crowning effort of the great 
trust promoter since all the great har- 
vester kings that entered this combina- 
tion had been schooled in competition 
and were strenuous believers in individ- 
ualism, William Deering was violently 
opposed to mergers of all kinds, and 
(Cyrus H. McCormick was ‘‘a trust 
buster himself,’’ according to Casson. 

Chapter four has to do with the Amer- 
ican Harvester abroad. It traces the 
introduction of the American Harvester 
into all the countries of Europe, also 
parts of South America, Africa and 
Asia. It shows how that this industry 
has ‘brought to American shores during 
the fifty years past $150,000,000.. It 
also explains how that the harvester has 
to be adapated to the small horses of 
Russia, big ones of France, oxen in 
India and camels in Siberia, and that 
the click of the harvester never ceases, 
for ‘‘they are reaping the fields of Ar- 
gentina in January, Upper Egypt in 
February, East India in March, Mexico 
in April, China in May, Spain in June, 
Iowa in July, Canada in August, Sweden 
in September, Norway in October, South 
Africa in November and Burma in De- 
cember.’? Thus the harvester follows 
the ripening grain around the world. 

‘Chapter five tells what the harvester 
has done for the American farmer. Of 
course there can be no question as to 
the revolution of American farming by 
the development of farm machinery; 
but the $120,000,000 of Harvester Trust 
capital and their vast annual earnings 
cannot be made less by comparisons 
with the total earnings of the millions 
of individual American farmers, nor 
by the pages of comparisons like the 
following: 
the American farmer earns enough in 
seventeen days to buy out Standard 
Oil, and enough in fifty days to wipe 
Carnegie and the Steel Trust off the 
industrial map, the story of the trusts 
seems like ‘the short and simple annals 
of the poor.’’’ It is not collective 
ealth, but concentrated wealth that 


menaces the people. It is not how much 
farmers may earn, but how much they 
may have at the end of the year that
